The County Road System, which at the present time 
comprises 242 miles of road, has 210 miles of hard surface 
road. This is equivalent to the mileage of the County roads 
prior to 1949 when additional roads were added to the System 
to bring it up to its present mileage. 


In addition to the work performed on County Roads, 
considerable work was done for the Municipalities within the 
County. During the year 579,117 gallons of Asphalt material 
was applied, of which 311,116 gallons was distributed for work 
other than County Road work.

WHEREAS the Council of the Corporation of the County 
of Norfolk deem it necessary to borrow the sum of Six 
Hundred Thousand Dollars, to meet, until the levies are col- 
lected, the current expenditures of the Corporation for the 
year 1953, the amount being less than seventy per cent. of the 
revenues for 1952. 


AND WHEREAS the total amount of the revenues of the 
Corporation as set out in the financial statement for 1952, 


not including revenues from borrowings and issue of deben- 
tures is $881,251.31. 


AND WHEREAS the total amount heretofore auth- 
orized to be borrowed for the year 1953 for the purposes 
mentioned in Sub-section of Section 339 of the Municipal Act 
is $600,000.00 of which the Corporation has not already bor- 
rowed any sum. 


THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the 
County of Norfolk hereby enacts as follows; 


meiner Varden andl reasurer. are hereby authorized 
on behalf of the Corporation to borrow from time to time 
by way of promissory notes from the Bank of Montreal, 
or from such other source to the best interests of the County, 
a sum not exceeding in the aggregate $ LO. meet, 
until the levies are collected, the current expenditures of the 
Corporation for the year, including the amount required for 
purposes mentioned in Sub-Section (1) of the said Section 
339, and to give on behalf of the Corporation to the Bank or 
other persons a promissory note or notes, sealed with the 
Corporate Seal and signed by them for the moneys so bor- 
rowed with interest at the rate not exceeding four and 
one-quarter per cent. (4%4) per annum, which may be paid 
in advance or otherwise. 
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2. All sums borrowed from the said bank or other 
sources for any or all of the purposes mentioned in said 
Section 339, shall, with interest thereon, be a charge upon the 
whole of the revenues of the Corporation for the current year 
and for all preceding years, as and when revenues are received. 


3. The Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to 
apply in payment, of all sums borrowed pursuant to the 
authority of this By-Law, as well as all other sums borrowed 
in this year and any previous years from the said bank or 
other persons for any and all of the purposes mentioned in 
said Section 339, together with the interest thereon, all of the 
moneys hereafter collected, or received on account or realiz- 
ed in respect of the levies for the current years and preceding 
years, and all the money collected, or received from any other 
source, which may lawfully be applied for such purposes.

A By-Law to amend By-Law No. 853 of the County of 
Norfolk, designating certain County Highways as Through 
Highways.

THEREFORE be it enacted that By-Law No. 853 is 
hereby amended by adding thereto the following;

Road No. 23—Except at County Road No. 10 and County 
Road No. 8. 


Road No. 24—Except at County Road No. 9; at the inter- 
section of County Road No. 10; at the inter- 
tion of County Road No. 8; at the intersection 
of County Road No. 5; and at County Road No. 
vi; 


Road No. 8—Except at the intersection of Queen’s Highway 
No. 3; at the intersection of County Road No. 
1; and at County Road No. 9, including the 
extension of County Road No. 8 northerly 
from the intersection of County Road No. 1 
to the County boundary. 


This By-Law shall take effect and become operative upon 
the approval of The Minister of Public Highways of the Pro- 
vince of Ontario being obtained thereto.

Extraordinary items contributing to the above surplus are as 
follows: 


1. A substantial saving in bank interest resulted from utilizing the 
proceeds of the sale of hospital debentures for current financing 
—Decreased costs from budget $4,508.66. 


2. During 1952, the Department of Highways of Ontario authorized 
subsidy of 50% of 75% of all costs of the county police force for 
1951 and 1952—Increased revenues from budget $8,122.82. 


3. Road Department final expenditures excluding the above were 
$14,867.85 less than budgeted which after deducting the appli- 
cable subsidy resulted in a saving of $7,433.93. 


4. No provision was made in the budget for the 30% additional 
road subsidy applicable to bridges and culverts estimated to 
realize $7,938.16.
